Thank you very much ior the helpful word in your letter of 
Sarch 2ard regarding Woodstock. the tire reasons tor presenting the definite 
questione which were in my letter te the Mission, were first, that we were not 
entirely clear as to just what the mind of the Mission would ve with regard to 
the proposals made, especially when there was so much more behind them than 
lay om the face; and second, Mrs. Turner, who wes purposing to make this gift 
had a bitter experience a few years ago with one of the China Hissionse She 
gave a large sua for a school wich had veen approved by the Mission, but when 
_ the money was actually in neand and the work was about to begin, then the dif- 
ferences of judement im the Mission came to expression, and not only was the 
enterprise held up, but it was finally disapproved. “rs. Turner was unwilling 
to have a repetition of that experience, and did not wish te give this money 
unless she Was sure, not only that tue Mission would acquiesce in the gift, 
put thab it heartily approved or it, and was prepared to assume all the respon- 
sibilities that were involved in its aceeptancde 

I have just seen reading a fascinating book om India by Sir Andrew 
Fraser, entitled “among Indian Rajahs and Ryots."

Your good letter of “arch 10th was received som tims DEO, Coe Was Very 
helpful in enabling us to see clearly the problems with which you are dealing at 
Jagrann, We are quite willing to accept the judgment of the Kisaion that you 
need 19,000 Rs. for the Jagraon School, and I hype now that the amount is pro- 

vided and that you are free to go forward with the building of the School, it 
will ta planned carefully, ao that you will not over-run. The only way to 
sucoasd in deing this ia to reserve a safe margin above your highest catimates. 

If you set out to oath the School for 14,000. axe this will leave you a safo 
margin, and I suppose you will need, of course, somthing for furnishing. Of 
sourse the 18,000. Rs. will need to cover the furnishings Tho Board is lmving to 
ingiat chat a11 over the Missions the money which is now provided under the Kenmdy 
Bequest for new properties shall be made to complete and equip these properties. 
Otherwise there will be immenee calle for additional smounts to mae of use 
wmildings erected wut unfurnished or wnquipped.

Hie clothes were in rags, and he was 
sufforing from dysentery, and the hospital was full; but ba pled for admission 
and wag tawen ine He was 37 years of age, had no regular occapation, was know: In 


his own locality as a gambler. Not long after he had left the hospital, he was 
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persuaded to try the Chinese remdy of inserting a needle in his eye, ita. taa 
result that he became totally blind, Not long afterwaris he met ome of the 

Seotoh missionaries and asked for baptism, but was put off and went away greatly 
disappointed. “ot long after that lip, Webster of the Mission, itinerating in the 
cduntry, came upon tho blind man's work. He had been groping his way with sight- 
less eyes among the valleys, telling ‘his wondorful story from ian to im. The 
work which he felt called to do set the whole countryside in an uproar. He wont 
from village to village, teaching in the houses where the people wuld recsive 
nim, forpetting hunger ‘and woiuniws often preaching under the willow trees in 
oe evonings to hundreds of people. Some laughed at him; some cursed him; some 
thought him crazy; bat as he went about praying his prayer, singing his one t 
hym,and telling the story of the Saviour, miltitudes became interested and soon 
ereat compamies of inquiters were gathered, many from among influential and leading 
people. He heard now of Mr, Murray's wore in Peking, md going there learned to 
road with his fingers, salts immensely {noreased his influence haietur he returned, © 
and multitudes came to see the marvel Of a blind man reading with his hands. 
He had many faults. One of his peculiarities was a gypsy-like habit of wandering 
over the country. If left in one district as an evangelist, the next thing that 
was heard of him tas that ne nad left for another place, a hundred miles away. 
He was very independent in his waya, wi th a strong sende of the right of private 
judgment, resenting at tines the interference of miselonarias, aithough he loved 
them with all his beart. He was unsurpassed in his zeal ani efficiency as & 
pionser, teaching the people the first elements of truth, kind ing the Light am 
then passing one After a while he began to employ boys to lead him from village 
to village, and Ur. Inglis saya he baptized a number of boys from twelve to — 
fifteen, who delighted him with the frank and hearty way in which they had accepted 
the story of Christ's life as they heard it fromthe blind man while they led 

him by tho bape Chang was among those who’ fell in the Boxer tempest. He was at
